Mewrurs, Aug. 11.—A’ special to the 
Appeal, from Helena, Ark., received At 
S:50 A. M., Says : At eleven o’clock last 
night three ladies and two ventlemen ar- 
arived here from Austin in a skill and 
report considerable fighting. Late yes- 
terday evening the Commander of the 
port, whose name we did not learn, dis- 
patched a scout of twenty-five men. On 
the road to Coldwater station, on the 
Mississippi & ‘Tennessee road they eap- 
tured a picket of negroes who were sta- 
tioned about two mules from town, and 
brought them in as prisoners and dis- 
armed them. One of them, as they were 
being put into the court house yard, tied 
te make his escape, when he was fired 
upon and killed, and in the melee which 
ensucd another negro was wounded bat 
not fatally. 

LATER.—In the evening a large body 
of negroes advanced from the South and 
attacked the town, and driving skirmish- 
ers to the court house, where amain body 
of whites were stationed. A charge was 
made by the whites, and the negroes 
were repulsed with loss, several killed 
and wounded. The fighting was going 
on when our informants left, and they 
fired upon them as they erossed over to 
Ship Island. 

Memes, August 11.—A second dis- 
patch from Ifelena says that Maj. Horn 
Chalmers, of Ilernando, has just arrived 
here for the purpose of chartering a boat 
to take men to the assistance of the 
Whites in Austin. He says a courier 
fromm Mayor Woodson, of Austin, reached 
Hernando at day light, stating thatthe 
town was surrounded by about 1,000 ne- 
groes, and asking for help. About 200 
men from Hernando and vicinity will be 
there at 2 o'clock, and in company with 
volunteers from this city, wil start at 4 
o'clock for Austin. Dr. Smith, who is 
the unfortunate cause of the trouble there, 
reached here last night. Some three weeks 
since he was attacked in the 
of Austin, and drawing his pistol fired at 
the negro, but missed him and_killed a 
little negro girl standing by, which exas- 
perated the negroes to such an extent that 
they collected a mob and took Dr. Smith 
to the woods to hang him, which they 
would have done but for the entreaties of 
Maycr Woodson and the Doctor's wife. 
Since that time Dr. Smith has been a vol- 
untary inmate of the jail to prevent being 
mobbed, until last Friday, when some 
friends came and carried him to Hernan- 
do. In leaving which the negroes col- 
lected in large numbers and notified the 
mayor that unless he was brought back 
and put in jail they would burn the town.

‘The business and financial circles of 
the city were thrown into a whirlpool of 
excitement and consternation at an early 
hour yesterday morning by the public an- 
nouncement of the fact that a series of 
fraudulent ‘mercantile transactions, in- 
volving an immense amount of moucy, 
had been brought to light.

[t was known to the reporters of the 
city press on Tuesday evenmg that” the 
Chief of Police and his assistants were 
assiduously engaged on a *‘job” of no or 
dinary importance, but all attempts to 
unravelthe mystery proved unavailing 
as secrecy was the order of the day, or, 
rather, night, Atalate hour on Tues 
day night a Democrat reporter sought 
to penetrate the hidden secret, but was. 
met with the repulsive reply that the 
cause of justice demanded, continued 
quict in oiler to accomplish the necessa- 
ry artests.

Dorman & Coe., of No. 104 North Com- 
mercial street, secured by warehouse re- 
ceipts for cotton Some hours afterward 
the cashier of the Bank of the West dis- 
covered that the numbers on several of 
the pledged receipts corresponded with 
some that the bank had already received 
from the same firm. Suspicion being 
aroused an investigation was at once 
commenced under the auspices of the po- 
lice. Major Harrigan sent out his de- 
tectives in search of the various members 
of the firm of Alexander, Dorman & Co., 
composed of Bethel C. Alexander, 
Wylie, M.. Dorman, John T, But- 
ler and Henry G. Oden. Dorman 
and Butler were both found at their place 
of business, Oden at Burnum’s EHotel, and 
Alexander at his residence, No. 911 Gar- 
rison avenue. At the laticr place $5,000 
in currency and a check for $8,000 were 
found in a trunk belonging to Alexander, 
On being taken to the chief's office and 
confronted with the charges made against 
them, the junior partners of the concern 
exhibited unqualified surprise, and an in- 
vestigation ensued which, together with 
a confession made by Alexander, exone- 
rated all of them from a participation in, 
or knowledge of, the transaction, and 
divulged the fact that Alexander alone of 
the firm was the guilty party, being 
aided, it is said, by a clerk named C, K. 
Shepherd 

THE 
of the fraudulent operations consisted in 
forging the name of the Superintendant 
of the the Peper’s cotton warehouse to a 
large number of receipts, and the hy- 
pothecating the same with the banks. It 
is the custom for the warchouse to issue 
certificates on the receipt of each bale of 
cotton, The certificate is of the tollow- 
ing form:

Lle wears a heavy 
brown beard and moustache, and was 
dressed last night in a light gray suit of 
clothes. During the late war he wasa 
Colonel in the Confederate army, and 
lost his right arm fighting for the cause 
he espoused, The partners are mere 
boys, the oldest not appearing to be more 
than twenty-two years of age.

ter, but even germinate in larger numbers 
and more rapidiy than fresh seeds under 
ordinary conditions. Thus beans, that 
required 8 to 10 days for germination un- 
der ordinary conditions, developed in 
camphor-water after 3days; and cucum- 
ber seed that would not germinate at all 
in good soil, germinated soon, and with- 
outa single failure, in camphor-water; 
and what is more remarkable still, the 
seeds so germinated manitest a continued 
effect of the camphor, when transferred 
togood garden soil, in the vigor of 
growth and freshness of the plants. This 
fact, it is suggested, might be of service, 
especially in cases of expensive seeds, 
that germinate with difficulty. 

—A very funny scene was noticed in 
Westminister Abbey in connection with 
the hospital Sunday services. The col- 
lectors were coming round with little 
bags for the offertory, and the people be- 
gan to take out their purses to hold their 
money in hand ready to give it.

20th, 1874, directing medals of honor to 
be designated as life saving medals, to be 
repared for the purpose therein stated. 
‘he designs for the two medals referred 
to are wanted, and will be. received by 
the director up to the 30th of Septem- 
ber, and the sum of $250 will be paid for 
the désign which may be selected and 
adopted for the Metus medal; and the 
same sum will be paid for the design 
which may be adopted for the life saving 
medal, It is proposed that the Metus 
medal shall be 2'¢ inches in diameter, 
and the life-saving medal one and seven- 
eighths inches in diameter. The designs 
will be examined and the selections made 
by the directors of the mint, with the 
approval of tne Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

The order for the printing of the book- 
list prepared for the use of the custom 
houses by the late special agent Brown 
has been countermanded. Tbe compila- 
tion of this valuable work consumed 
three years, giving as it does the name of 
every importer of books in the United 
States, a list of the books they import, 
and the retail and London trade prices. 
Senator Sumner looked upon this work 
as of such great value, not only as the 
means of preventing frauds upon the 
Government in the Iniportation of books, 
but to all lovers and purchasers of books, 
and owners of libraries, that he wished, 
for the printing of a very large edition. 
It seems, however, that the importers 
were tot anxious that this information 
should get out, and accordingly they 
have been intriguing against its publica- 
tion, and have so far succeeded. The 
Secretary of the Treasury has recalled 
the order given to the government print- 
ers for its publication several weeks 
ago. The necessity for such work has long 
been felt at the Customhouse. 

The President has made the following 
appointments: N. 8.

Of the five per cent. reserve required to 
be deposited in the Treasury by the 
National Banks, $1,675,085, has been 
received, leaving about half-million yet 
to be deposited. $354,000 in National 
Bank notes were received to-day for re- 
demption.

Is potash a substitute for lime ? 

Answer—No, Lime forms thirty per cent 
of the ash of cotton plant. Superphosphates 
have lime. Potash can’t be done without. 
It exists in our soils in a good per cent. 
European soils, which have been cropped 
1,000 years, contain 1-64,000, while ours con- 
tain 190-100 per cent. 

Have you tested millet as compared with 
corn? ‘ihe cuttail millet is worthless. The

Which is most beneticial to 
lime or plaster ? 

Caustic lime from the kiln, with the 
organic matter.
